Description du motif. — La piece principal se 
presente essenticflemcnt sous la forme oVun ca ire 
aur leqoel est destine on chevron dent lea extre- 
roites aboutissent a deux do sea angles consccutifa, 
le aomroet du chevron etant dans I'dti des axes du 
carre lea deux autres angles du carre sont occupes 
par des onglets venant dans P assemblage des Car- 
res completer les dessins formes par les chevrons 
(fig. 1). 

Lea proportions du chevron et des onglets sont 
donneea par la figure 1 bis. 

Pieces auxiliaires. — Acoessoirement a cette 
piece esaentidle du systeme, il a etc concu des pie- 
ces auxiliaires basees sar le meme principe. 

Ce sont : 

La bande diagonals (fig. 2) ; 
Le te (fig. 3); 
La croix, (fig. 4); 
Le point central, (fig. 5). 

Utilisation de la mosaique. — I/utilisation de la 
mosaique est des plus simples. II suffit de joxtaposer 
les carrea en orientam lea chevrons convenableraent 
pour rcaliser les dessins les plus varies. L'empioi 
des pieces auxiliaires est command* par les circon- 
stances et buivaut les besoins de la composition 
ornementale. 

Applicutiom. — . Lea applications du systeme sont 
variees. 
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On peat enoncer rapidement : 
Mosaique pour carreleur; 
Parquetage en bois prefabrique ; 
Marquetterie;

R eali sa ti on. — Si Ton se place au point de vue 
c jeux >. 
Le systeme peut etre realise : 
En bob peint ou imprimi; 
En carton imprime ; 
En raatiere plastxqoe; 

En papier gomme sous forme de timbre a col- 
let; 

En jouet metallique ou mecanique. 
Emploi des coulears. — On conceit que si on 
emploie des couieurs differentes on pent faire avec 
le mcme motif deux sortes de deaains : 

1° Des superapositions de dessins, en utilieant 
une teinle de fond uniforme par carre (fig. 9); 

2° Des entrelaca et des dessins varies, si on uti- 
lise deux ou troia teintea de fond differentes pox 
carre (fig. 10). 

A titre indicattf, les deaains des figures 6, 7 et 
8 utilisent uniquement le motif de la figure 1 comme 
d'ailieurs plus d'une centaine de dessins. 

Par centre, le dessin figure 9 utilise le motif 
figure 1 et le motif figure 2, et, enfin, le dessin 
figure 10 utilise 3 motifs soit figures 1, 2 et 3. 

Avantage. — Par son extreme airapUcite, ce 
systeme de decoration permet de.realiser des dea- 
ains ties varies et notamraent des grecques, toujours 
parfaitement equilibria et toujours disposees en 
diagonale, avec protiquement un seul type de car. 
relage.

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Mosaics with multiple combinations. The present invention has as an object the creation of a mosaic with multiple 
combinations usable in the combination of a crowd of drawings (varied ad infinitum) of the kind Greek and interlacing. 
These drawings are feasible in the following provisions: Mosaics or seeding of small geometric patterns such as cross, 
square, rafters, wings of mills, etc (. 6) ; Alignments of patterns as a strip in the carpet kind of corridor with continuous 
unfolding (. 7) ; Fabrics of patterns forming carpet (. 8) ; Large central patterns (. 9) ; Finally by the use of different 
colors 

(. 9 and 10) performing of interlacing and superposition of various drawings. Description of the pattern. - The present 
main part essentially in the form of square on which a rafter is drawn whose ends lead to two of its consecutive angles, the 
top of the rafter being in one of the axes of square the two other angles of square are occupied by mitres coming in the 
assembly of square supplementing the formed drawings by the rafters 

(.1). The proportions of the rafter and the mitres are given by figure 1 (a). Auxiliary pieces. - Circumstantially with this 
essential part of the system, it was conceived auxiliary pieces based on the same principle. It is: The diagonal strip, (. 2) ; 
The tee (. 3); The cross, (. 4) ; The center point, (. 5). Use of the mosaic. - The use of the mosaic is more single. It is 
enough to suitably juxtapose the square ones by directing the rafters to carry out the most varied drawings. The use of 
the auxiliary pieces is ordered by the circumstances and following the requirements of the ornamental composition. 
Applications. - The applications of the system are varied. One can state rapidly: Mosaic for tile-layer; Prefabricated wood 
parquetry; Marquettery; Plays of teaching mosaic; Plays of company. Performing. - If one place at the viewpoint plays . 
The system can be carried out: Out of painted or printed wood; Out of printed cardboard; Out of plastic; Out of paper 
gummed in the form of stamp with coller; Out of metallic or mechanical toy. Use of the colors. - It is conceived that if 
different colors are employed one can make with the same pattern two ways of drawings: 

1. Superspositions of drawings, by using an uniform basic colour by square (. 9) ; 

2. Varied interlacings and drawings, if one uses two or three different basic colours by square (. 10). As an indication, the 
drawings of figures 6, 7 and 8 use only the pattern of figure 1 like besides more than one hundred of drawings. On the 
other hand, the drawing figure 9 uses the pattern figure 1 and the pattern figure 2, and, finally, the drawing figure 10 uses 
3 patterns is figures 1, 2 and 3. Advantage. - By its extreme simplicity, this system of decoration makes it possible to 
carry out very varied drawings and especially Greek, always perfectly balanced and always laid out into diagonal, with 
substantially only one type of tiling. SUMMARY the present invention has as an object the use of uu system of mosaic with 
combination multiple in the performing of a crowd of drawings in the kind Greek and interlacing. The main part is consisted 
square on which a rafter is drawn. With this part one can realize up to 100 different combinations of drawings and more, 
while simply making vary the orientation of the parts the ones compared to the. others. 
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
